The latter 
immediately consented to accept the sug- 
gestion, and M. Thiebaut hastened to in- 
form his principal that the president would 
receive him at the white house at 4 o'clock. 
Came Through a Rain Storm. 

At the appointed hour a driving rainstorm 
prevailed, obliging all the parties to resort 
to carriages for transportation to the white 
house. Secretary Day came first with a 


large portfolio under his arm inclosing 
coples of the protocol, of the proclamation 
to be issued by the president stopping hos- 
tilities and some other necessary papers. 
He was accompanied by Assistant Secre- 
tary Moore, Second Assistant Secretary 
Adee and Third Assistant Secretary Cridler. 
They went immediately into the cabinet 
room, wihere the president sat in waiting. 
He had invited to be present the assistant 
secretaries, Pruden and Cortileu, and Lieu- 
Montgomery. When Ambassador 
Cambon reached the white house it was 
just 3:55 o'clock, five minutes in advance 
of the appointed hour,

Each copy 
of the protoco) is arranged in double 
column, French and English, standing 
alongside for easy comparison as to the 
exactness of translation. The two copies 
are alike, and are signed in duplicate 
by M. Cambon and ° Secretary Day. 


The protocol sent to Spain was accom- 
panied by the credentials issued by Presi- 
dent McKinley especially empowerin¢ the 
secretary of state to affix his signature 
to this document. Later the American copy 
of thé protocol will be accompanied by the 
Written credential of the Spanish govern- 
ment sent to M. Cambon, and bearing t1:e6 


Signature of Queen Christina. The cable 


dispatch received by him today conferred 


full authority to sign the protocol, and 


stated that the written authorization would 
follow signed by the queen regent in the 
name of the king.

terms by which establishment of peace between the two countries shall be undertaken, and

the two countries shall be Suspended, and that notice to that effect shall be given as soon as possible 
by each government to the commanders of its military and naval forces;

4. That Cuba, Porto Rico and other Spanish islanis in the West Indies shall be immediately evacuated 
and that commissioners to be appointed within ten days, shall within thirty days from the signing of the 
protocol, meet at Havana and San Juan respectively ‘to arrange and execute the details of the evacuation.

Judge Taft, of Ohio, the associate judge 
of the sixth circuit,, went to President Mc- 
Kinley and made a persona] request that 
another judge for the circuit should be ap- 
pointed. } His reason for this was that the 
circuit embraces four important states— 
Ohio, Michigan, Kentucky and Tennessee— 
and that only two judges are allowed, 
whereas, other circuite not so large are 
given four or more. The work of the cir- 
cuit, he showed, required an additional 
judge. 

“As the result of the 
president very frankly and unreservedly 
stated that he intended to appoint Judge 
Day to the place at the close of the war. 
The matter had already been under con- 
sideration before Jidge Taft saw the pres- 
ident. 

“Tre sixth circuit Is one of the largest 
important of the judicial cir- 
cuits, and is run by one less judge than it 
ought to have. For this reason Judge 
Clark, of this city, is often called to Cin- 
cinnati to sit with the circuit court, add- 
ing greatly to his duties, which are al- 
ready heavy efhough.

NO. CARLIST UPRISING IS FEARED 


Senor Sagasta Assures the People That 
Spain Has Not Given Up All 
and That the Situation Will 
Grow Better for the 
People. 


Madrid, August 12.—The Spanish govern- 
ment this morning notified the French min- 
ister of foreign affairs, M. Delcasse, of 
its acceptance of the protocol, ang asked 
the French government to transmit to M. 
Cambon, the Frerch ambassador at Wash- 
ington, such power as in conformity with 
President McKinley’s expressly formulated 
desire, will authorize him as ambassador | 
of France at Washingten to sign the 
protocol. 

The question of the acceptance of the 
protocol having been finally settled and its 
signature explicitly and definitely author- 
ized, the government is now considering 
the domestic situation for the best means 
of allaying the excitement and propagating 
that idea that Spain’s surrender is not go 
complete as indicated by the bald terms 
of the protocol. As the first step in this 
direction a semi-official note has been is- 
sued. It is as follows: ~ 


“The government is of the opinion that 
the most critica] period of the peace nego- 
tiations has now arrived, as it depends 
upon the arrangements of the details as to 
whether the peace will be more or less ad- 
vantageous., Spain wishes to preserve her 
sovereignty over the whole of the Philip- 
pines, to which she proposes to accord ail 
political and administrative reforms con- 
sistent with the maintenance of her sov- 
ereignty. 

Army Will Return Guns. 


“In regard to the evacuation of Cuba 
and Porto Rico, it will be asked that ths 
army be allowed to depart honorably and 
that the assurances be given guaran- 
teeing that Spanish and foreign interests 
will not suffer. The army which has fiot 
been conquered will return to Spain with 
its wuns, arms and ammunition. 

‘In regard to the Cuban debt, as the 
United States refuses to assume it, Spain 
will endeavor to arrange with the Cuban 
treasury to pay it when the island is able. 

“The question of a treaty of commerce 
will lead to considerable discussion, and 
the matter will be submitted to a commis- 
sion of diplomats under the presidency of 
Senor Castillo.”

China undertakes to M@@ard Rus- 
sia as having a preponderous influence in 
ail questions of commercial and internal 
politics, while Russia will support China 
against all ‘open door’ demands. Russia 
finances China in intgpna!l developments, 
and China grants RussfYa preferential rates 
in certain areas and railways built in the 
joint interests of the two countries will be 
under Russia’s practical control. 

“Russia will assist China in 
her military and naval forces, and China 
will co-operate with Russia as an ally. 
This treaty has been abeyance since Li 
Hung Chang visited the czar. That it 
has become operative at the present mo- 
ment in respect to the Pekin Han-Kow and 
Niu-Chwang contracts is significant. 

If The Daily Mail's version may be trust- 
ed, it will explain much that has hitherto 
been inexplicable in the development of 
the question. The manager of the Hong 
Kong and Shanghai bank in London in the 
course of an Interview yesterday, said: 

“TI believe the Pekin Han-Kow line, ow- 
ing to its obstruction and costliness, will 
hever be built, Russia merely wishing to 
keep England out.” & 

The French press comments 
upon the situation and the 
at Berlin and Vienna are at 
hide their satisfaction at the discomfiture 
of England. The continental press regards 
the project of an Anglo-American alliance 
as chimerical. The journals consider that 
the United States has had enough of war 
for the present and will not care to give 
Great Britain anything more than moral 
support in China. Therefore, they argue, 
England is not likely to pick a quarrel with 
Russia, but will content herself with seek- 
ing compensation elsewhere.

The Treasury Bureau Issues Statistics 

Showing Imports Have Fallen Qii. 

Washington, August 12.—The phenomenal 
growuhn of our manufacturing industries, 
bovn in supplying our own markets and 
those of other parts of the world, is illus- 
trated by some figures just compiled by 
the treasury bureau og statistics regarding 
the imports and exports of manufactures 
or iron and steel. X 

These tables show that the exports of 
manufactures of irom and steel in the fiscal 
year 1898 were ilve times as great as in 
1880. more than double those in any jear 
prior to 1896 and 23 per cent greater taan 
in 1897. On the other hand, the imports 
of the manufactured iron and steel jin 
1898: -were in value but one-sixth those of 
lssv?, one-fourth those v1 1883 and ore-half 
of those of 18%. To quote the officiai fig- 
ures: 

“Tine exports from the United States of 
all articles classified as ‘manufactures of 
iron and _ steel’ amounted in 1880 to $14,- 
716,524; im 1890 to $25,542,208; in 1896 to §$41,- 
160,877; in 1897 to $57,494,872, and in 1498 to 
$70,307,527. ‘Meantime .ne imports of man- 
ufactures of iron and steel, which in 1880 
were $71,266,699, fell vy 1890 to $41,679,601, 
by 1896 to $25,338,103 and in 1898 to $12,615,913.” 

Thus, while the exports of manufactures 
of iron and steel in i898 were five times 
those of 1880, the imports of the same class 
of articles jn 1898 were less than one-fiftuh 
those of 1880. American manufactures have 
since 1889 taken possession of five-sixths 
of that portion of the ‘home ‘market which 
was held by foreign manufacturés of iron 
and steel and have at the same time in- 
creased their sales in foreign markets 400 
per cent.

HOOLEY PROVES A FIGHTER. 


Bankrupt Promoter Strikes a Man Who 


Tries Intimidation. 

London, August 12.—When the examina- 
tion of Ernest T. Hooley, the company pro- 
moter, in bankruptcy proceedings was 
resumed today, Mr. Hooley, who has been 
suffering from sickness, unexpectedly at- 
tended in spite of his physicians’ orders, 
and created an intense sensation by intorm- 
ing the registrar that while entering court 
George Lawson Johnstone, a son ‘of John 
Lawson Johnstone, of Kingwood, Kent, ap- 
proached the latter, drew him to one gide 
and ‘said: 

“If you say anything further about us 
I shall enter the witness box and state what 
I know about your wife's funds.” 

Mr. Hooley added: 

“T cut him across the head with a stick.”’ 

The registrar thereupon directed Mr. 
Hooley and his counsel] to forthwith pro- 
ceed to Justicé Wright's court and enter 
a charge of contempt of court against Mr. 
Johnstone. 

The examination of Mt. Hooley was 
eventually adjourned until Monday, after 
John Lawson Johnstone, who is a former 
director of the Bovril company, the earl 
of Albemarle and others had denied the 
illegitimacy of their dealings with Mr. 
Hooley. 

The earl of Albemarle admitted he haa 
received £9,000, but he said he understood 
the money was the result of a speculation 
Mr. Hooley had undertaken in his behalf 
and he was quite willing to repay the 
amount to whoever was entitled to it. 

Before the court adjourned George Law- 
son Johnstone entered the witness stand 
and apologized for the incident earlier in 
the day which caused Mr. Hooley to cut 
Mr. Johnstome across the head with a 
stick and which induced the registrar to 
instruct counsel to enter a charge of con- 
tempt of court against him. After the 
apology the registrar allowed the matter 
to drop. 

In the queen's bench division of the 
high court of justice the motion made 
by counsel for the official rece'wer to cum- 
mit Earl de la Warr and Messrs. Broadley, 
Bradebaw and Rucker for contempt of 
court in attempting to induce Mr. Hooley 
to falsify his evidence was partially heard. 

Counsel for Earl de la Warr said that 
He was not prepared at present to cross- 
examine, but, he add2d, Earl de la Warr 
was ready forthwith to deny that he had 
attempted to bribe Mr. Hooley. 

Justice Wright thereupon adjourned the 
case until Tuesday, saying it was impor- 
tant that the case should be met and the 
sooner it was cleared the better for all 
concerned.

STEAMING OUT OF THE HARBOR 
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How the Wrecks of the Spanish Fleet Lcok on the Coast— 
Spain’s Pride Received a Fearful*Blow When These 
Ships Were Sent To the Bottom.

With the Miect, Of Santiago, August 1..— 
(Special Correspondence )—In Santiago al! 
remains quiet, and General Wood is admin- 
istering the affairs of the city with sat- 
isfaction to a majority of the much-mixea 
populations The one thing needful is food. 
During my residence there ship load aftu 
ship load of Provisions of all sorts was 
poured into the place, and the docks at 
times were piled so high with boxes and 
Crates and bags that the vessels them- 
selves were not visible from tte shore. 
But it, all disappeared the moment the 
hungry People got at it, and one could not 
but marvel ac their appetites. It seemed 
as though every Man, woman and child 
Was eating all the meals that they had 
missed during the siege, which, amounting 
to nearly “three meals a day for each “in- 
dividual for three weeks. may account 
for the regularity and rapidity with which 
the docks were clearal. yeneral Wood 
Is hopeful that they will catch up by the 
end of the month, and that thereafter the 
city will slowly fall into its ordinary gas- 
tronomic equilibrium. 


Santiago Stands in Wonder. 


_ The residents look upon the Americans 
With an astonishment that does not lessen 
as the days pass. They take advantage 
of every charitable opportunity offered 
them, and it does not matter much wheth- 


‘er they get Chicago roast beef, Boston 
baked beans or Baltimore terrapin, but 
they do not know why they are getting 
anything at all, The Spaniards made no 
effort to feed them, and instead prophesied 
all sorts of dreadful things in the event 
that the Americans should get possession 
of the city. Houses would be robbed and 
burnead; women worse than murdered: 
| churches destroyed, and the Roman Cath- 
olic. religion wiped out. The archbishop 
heiped to circulate these reports, and the 
‘peopie who continued to trust him after 
they had ceased to believe anytfiing the 
Spanish commandant said, took it all in 
good faith. They buried their money and 
jewelry and conceated all their religious 
emblems. Their wives and @Qaughters they 
could not conceal, and these went about 
with daggers in their bosoms prepared to 
defend themselves against the fate predicted 
in the ridiculous warning of the priests. 

Knowing these things it is not difficult to 
appreciate the shock which Santlago ex- | 
perienced when the ‘Americans really ar- | 
rived. Instead of burning and pillaging 
they came with manifest charity toward 
all and malice toward none: with great 
boats loaded with food for the starving; | 
with soldiers to protect the citizens from | 
their. own lawites&’ element; with law and 
order and peace such as the people had 
never even hoped to see again. The shops 
“were opened and the bakers were given 
flour to make bread. Pubiic announcement 
was made that the municipal administra- 
tion would not be disturbed. The port and 
harbor were opened to the commerce of 
the world. Within twenty-four hours the 
women had put their daggers back in their 
bureau drawers, and the merchants, who 
had begun to do business timidly at first, 
hung opt their signs openly and swung 
their 6hutters wide. The people who had 
waited the coming of the awful Americans 
with scow-ing faces weit about shouting 
“Vive Americano!”’ in real earnest, and 
General Wood today does not dare go out 
on the streets because men and women 
alike hug and kiss him in pure and char- 
acteristic Castillian enthusiasm. 

‘ The Insurgent Shadow. 

Se Santiago is ours in more ways than 
one now, and when we came out through 
the busy harbor this morning it seemed 
as though we were leaving a city that 
had always been American, so much at 
home did the scores of boats appear to be 
and «0 much in evidence were the stars 
and stripes. But over it all hung one 
shadow which was growing steadily biack- 
er when we left—the shadow of the in- 
surgénts, By the time this reaches you 
the complications which now exist may 
be done away with, but others will crop 
eut to take their piace. So long as Gar- 
cia and his men follow their present course 
there will be trouble, and Shafter has 
poured oil on the smouldering fire by his 
pundering conduct of negotiations. A 
bull in a china shop or an e.ephant on 
a trapeze would be in harmonious sur- 
roundings compared with Shafter in di- 
plomacy. And hefhas not had the judg- 
ment to call to his assistance such men as 
Wheeler and Lawton and Kent and others, 
as he did have wnen there was fighting to 
be done before the hilis at El Pozo, San 
Juan and Capey. It looks a trifle coward- 
ly to eay such things just as one is ge:-- 
ting out of /Shafter's reach, but Shafter, 
as a serious proposition, does not receive 
here ‘the consideration he does in Washing- 
‘ton,. Nor ‘will he flourish there much 
Oe te saiq that the insurgents under Go- 
mez in Santa Clara, and those in the wes't- 
ern end @f the island, are of a different 
type fro the wretched lot that makes 
up Garcia’s army here, and, looking ahead 
to. the time when Cuba is to be turned 
over to the insurgents, it is to be hoped 
they are. The Cubans we have met are 
go pitifully unable to take care of them -

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much smaller harbor than we had ex- 
pected to see, and the transports were 
compelled to huddle closely together at 
the far upper end so0 as not to block the 
work of the incoming and Outgoing ves- 
sels. On the opposite side were a couple of 
bcathsuses, a few fisherman’s huts and 
acre after acre of mud’ and imarsh. Be- 
hind us lay the city, hot and vellow and 
humming with trade. At the water's edge 
is one long row of wharves, back of which 
Sheds and warehouses and ferry houses 
adound--the same dock scene that one can 
find in aimost any city in the world. A 
short nut rather steep hill runs up into 
the city, and this permits an even better 
view of it from the harbor than we had 
obtained from our elevated intrenchments 
at San Juan. “ 

The streets, narrow and not particu- 
larly clean, were full of people. Amer- 
ican soldiers stood in the shadow of door- 
ways here and there with muskets in their 
hands, doing police duty. Occasionally a 
mounted treoper dashed by, his horse's 
hoofs clattering nonsily on the cobble 
pavement. Ahove the square, dull, monot- 
onous rows of houses there appeared flags 
of different nationalities in places, hoisted 
to mark the location of the foreign resi!- 
dents. High above all, on the staff of the 
palace, the red, white and blue fluttered 
full and free, and in front of it rose the 
brown and faded towers of the cathedral. 
Theres were some other tail buildings, too, 
ang a few church spires, but the city look- 
ed rather commonplace as a whole. The 
entire populace seemed to. have gathered 
along the wharves, where they watched 
the unloading of the transports with hun- 
gry eyes. Not more than a dozen Span- 
ish soldiers were in sight, nearly the entire 
garrison having been moved by this time 
into the camp inside the American lines, 
but it is said that the officers are per- 
mitted to pass in and out, under parole, 
looking after their affairs in preparation 
for departure at any moment. 

The Sunken Vessels. 
the channel the city 
disappeared behind 
there stretched out 
stream that twisted 


As we swung into 
and the harbor alike 
intervening hills, and 
before us a crooked 
and turned, narrowed and widened, until 
it seemed next to impossible that even a 
yacht could get through, But the chan- 
nel is deep and the shore marks are piain 
and the transports actually came in with- 
out the services of a local pilot, so sure 
were they of their course. The country 
here is level and marshy along the shore, 
but rises into a range of small mountains 
that terminate at the coast in the two 
fortified elevations, Morro and Estrella 
As we neared the narrow harbor mouth we 
stopped to take a look at the two sunken 
vessels there, the Merrimac and the Reina 
Mercedes, and visited the latter in a small 
boat. They are sunk about a hundred 
yards apart, the Merrimac rfearest the 
entrance, and both so close in to the east- 
ern shore that it really looks as though 
the object in sinking them was to avoid 
obstructing navigation instead of to ac- 
complish it. Cervera’s fleet went out 
and the American fleet came in without 
going even dangerously near to the buried 
hulks. 

Of the Merrimac nothing can be seen 
but the tops of her single stack and two 
masts, and the Spaniards at Morro say 
she has been sinking in the mud slowly 
ever since she went down. The _ huil 
might possibly be saved, but the Ameri- 
cans will probably let her go, because, in 
spite of.the high price at ‘which the gov- 
ernment bought her, naval experts say 
she was no good when she came here. 
There is a suggestion here, also, that all 
was not right in the matter of her pur- 
chase. The Reina Mercedes is in shallow 
water, and her starboard quarter stands 
higher out than any other portion of the 
ship. The gorgeous red and gold bow 
a icihon has riot been tarnished at ali, 
and her two forward five-inch guns, each 
with a pronounced list to port, remain in 
position. Half a dozen maxims and smal} 
caliber rapid-fire guns are also above deck, 
and when we passed a large force of ma- 
rines from the Brooklyn were at work on 
her under the command of Ensign Howell 
Woodward, the gallant young Atlanta of- 
ficer whose excellent work under fire dur- 
ing the engagement with Cervera has al- 
ready been gm ommented on. Woodward's 
orders are only to take off the guns. 

Stars and Stripes on Morro. 

What has been said about the failure of 
the Merrimac to block the channel is not 
intended as.a reflection on Lieutenant Hob- 
son and the six nervy men wo faced 
death with him, however. If we had 
thought such a thing when we saw the 
sunken ship the next few turns of the 
yacht’s screw would have set us right, for 
the last twist in the stream brought us 
face to face with the harbor entrane and 
beneath the towering hills which g@! a it. 
There was something inspiring the 
thought that we were at Morro at last! 
And our hearts beat quicker as, glancing 
upward, we saw the American flag flying 
gayly on the topmost height of the tallest 
peak of all. Pictures of the ancient fort 
have been printed so often that no de- 
scription of it is necessary here, but there 
is one defect in all the pictures that claim 
t> be up to date. They do not show the 
great gaps that the Oregon's 13-inch shells 
have torn in the rugged walls, sending 
showers of stone and brick and mortar 
down the hillside like lava from a voleano 
top. They do not show the scores of holes 
punched into these same walls by solid 
shot from the Indiana and -Iowa and the 
Ne: Orleans, or note where the gallery 
at the top has been knocked off by the 
wonderful marksmanship of the gunners 
on the Brooklyn and the Massachusetts 
and the Annapolis and the Montgomery 
and the.rest of the American blockading 
fleet. 

In entering the harbor the day of the 
surrender Admiral Schley, inspecting the 
fort frém his launch tarough powerful 
glasses, caid to Captain Converse, of the 
Montgomery, who was doing some inspect- 
ing on his own account: 

“Tt wasn’t old Morro that gave in, cap- 
tain. She’s up there ,e¢t.” 

“But I guess ows there’s been @ 
answered captain dryly. He 
had helped to ‘y Me. aimself. 

So Hobs eserves his honors as easily 
es he wears them, for the more one studies 
that grim harbor entrance the more one 
wenders at the nerve of the man in at- 
tempting to run it in his wretched old tin 
boat. Not only does Morro look straight 
down on him, with Socapa to catch him if 
Morro should miss, but back of the big 
hill from the outside is a long z:g-zag in- 


«ut anchor aur 
ing ‘their’ certain fate. It was a 


trenchment over which sixteen iong and 


; 


lean guns peer down as if expectant of 
just some such daring operation as dis. 
Beyond, near where the Merrimac finally 
sunk, is another row just like it, and from 
both a*line of mines ig stretched clear 
across the channel. That Hobson had the 
courage to run such a gantlet can only 
be understood on the grounds, as tersely 
Stated by General Toral, when one of dis 
aids, speaking of the impossibility of the 
Americans taking the railroad north of 
Santiago, said. with a shrug of his shoul- 
ders: Ps 
“The Americans will do anything.” 
And Toral knows! 


Admiral Cervera’s Wrecks. 

Passing out of the harbor, we turned to 
the west, and five or six miles up the 
coast we began to find the wrecks of what 
had once been the proud Ships of Admiral 
Cervera’s fleet—the Cape Verde fleet that 
worried us 80 much. before it sneaked into 
the Santiago bottle. We ran across the 
Maria Teresa first, and were in time to 
see the wrecking tugs Underwriter and 
Jones succeed in pulling her clear off the 
beach and into clear water, where she float- 
€d straight and free. But she was little 
more than a burned-out and blackened 
hulk, with one military mast left standing. 
Being the first out, she had been given 
Only enough shots to insure her fate be- 
fore the ships under Schley gave chase 
to her sisters, and in this way she es- 
caped complete destruction. The naval ex- 
perts who have examined her say that she 
can, at great cost, be gaved, and if this 


her salvation, for money is not likely to 
Stand in the way of adding so valuable a 
prize to our navy, not only as a souvenir 
of the great battle of July 3d, but be- 
cause the Teresa is really a good boat. 
She was by long odds the best built of the 
lot. 

Half a mile further up we found the 
Almirante Oqnendo, burned, blackened, 
wrecked and wholly ruined. It was difficult 
to see in her any resemblance to the dash- 
ing craft which sailed into Havana harbor 
just before war was declared, and bowee 
& graceful response to the tremendous 
ovation she received. An explosion formward 
had blown her bow clear off, and her port 
side was doubled up until it overlapped 
the protected deck, exposing twisted ribs 
and an awtul contusion of guns, macninery 
and debris of all sorts. She was right ou 
the shore, and when we- went on board 
to get some of her discharged smells as 
mementoes she seemed, as we walked 
about, to rest as solid as a rock. The 
Vizcaya, a dozen miles to the west, seemed 
to be in worse shape, if anything, than the 
Oquendo, but a detail of marines was 
working on her, @iscrewing guns and fish- 
ing up bits of things of vaiue. They found 
quite a quantity of Spanish silver coin al 
melted tugether and a tew gold coins. 
ls-inch sOud shot from the Oregon had 
gone right through her hull, piercing both 
s.dés as clear as a whistle, and througa 
One of the holes thus made the marines 
on the inside were passing small articles 
out to their comrades in a tauncn. We 
went on her, but did not stay long, for 
there were inany dead men below who 
contributed to make tne place about as 
uncomfortable as even they couid have 
wished.

Steps Taken To Promote Health of the 
Soldiers at Camp Thomas. 

Chickamauga Nationa: Military Park, 
Ga.. August 12.—The shifting of camp from 
the woodlands to the open fieids was sti!) 
in progress today, a number of regiments 
having changed their location. . This is 
one of the important steps in the plan to 
better the sanitary conditions of Camp 
Thomas and to promote the health of the 
solilers, While arrangements to move the 
Second and Third divisions of the First 
corps from this camp are in progress; no 
time will be lost to make the conditions 
more favorable for the two divisions that 
are to remain. 

The work that is now being accomplished 
a.ong this line amounts to admissioa 
that the facilities for maintaining a high 
degree of heaith have not been what they 
shou.d have been. While there has been 
no lack of interest on the part of the men 
in charge, they have often been hampered 
in their undertakings, sometimes for want 
of material, and again for want of direct 
authority. That this has been the case 
has developed in the crowded condition 
and the inadequate accoinmodations of the 
division hospitals. These conditions have 
at last received recognition, and there is 
now an active movement on fcot for more 
hospital room and for better accommoa- 
tions generally. The sanitary conditions 
that have been found to exist should not 
be confounded with the natura: comii- 
thons at this great national camping ground 
for the reason that repeated investiga- 
tions have snown that the fevér existing 
among the soidiers here is due sdoiely to 
indiscretions amd to one fai.ure on the 
part of the commands to tollow strictly 
the army sanitary regulations. 

As to marching to the new camping 
Srounas, there is a difference of opin.on 
among the regimental commanders anu 
Other officers. Some tnink it would be an 
ideal undertaking, while others tn.nk the 
soldiers are not in condition to stand such 
a long march, If ‘eft to the enlisted men, 
the idea of marching wou.d be im poor 
favor.

RAY’S REGIMEN 
ON A TRANSPORT 


Boys Cheered as They Marched Through 
Savangah’s Streets, 


THE SHIP SAILS THIS MORNING 


Lieutenant Colonel Reaves Did Not 
March with the Command.

Colonel Ray Tells Why He Wants H's 
Lieutenant Colonel Displaced. 
Says He Is Inccmpetent. 
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Savannah, Ga., August 12.—(Special.j—Tne 
@g transport Minnewaska did not ¢eail for 
Santiago with Colone! P. H. Ray’s regiment 
this afternoon, as was expected. It was 
thought until late yesterday that the Min- 
newaska could get away this afternoon, 
but this was found to be impossible. 

In the afternoon it was discovered that 
the meat in the cold storage department 
was tainted, and it was condemned by tue 
health authorities. Inspector McLeod vis- 
itel the ship and had 10,000 pounds of meat 
taken out of it and sent to the ecrematory. 
There it was bruned. Tris deilaved the 
vessel] a little, but not near so much as an 
accident to the steampipes last night. It 
will require all day to remedy this, and 
the Minnewaska, in conséquence, missed 
the afternoon tide and this necessitated a 
wait of twelve hours. She wil! geet away 
at 5 o'clock tomorrow morning, with her 
1.08 officers and men, 100 horses and mules 
and several thousand tons of stores. 

After the usual reveille and breakfaet 
the work of breaking camp at 
o'clock, and soon the city of shelter tents 
had disappeared. The baggage, tenting, 
ete., filling five freight cars, were hauted 
to the Ocean Steamship wharf, over the 
Central railway, and promptly loaded on 
the transport. 

Just before 10 o'clock the regiment Was 
formed, turned over to the colonel] and the 
march was begun to the steamer. Firat 
came the regimental band, next Colonel 
Ray and Staff; first battalion, Captain 
Wilson; third battalion, Major Frank 
Gordon: second battalion, . Major a 
Wylly. Then .came the guard escorting 
four prisonere, city ambulance, wagons, 
for sick, and a long line of vehieles.

Fourteen of the Boys Absent from Camp | 


: Without Leave; | 
THE OFFICERS WERE NOTIFIED 


Ten of Them Were Arrested Yesterday 
in Macon. ; 


THE QUESTION OF CITY COURT JUDGE 


Macon Lawyers Will Probably Not In- 
dorse Any One of the Candidates, 
as lias Been the Custom. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., August 12.—(Special.)—The police 
department of Macon received a dispatch 
this morning from Chickamauga to arrest 
the following fourteen soldiers who were 
absent from camp without leave: 

J. F. Whitaker, Laurence Bradley, Wal- 
ter Willis, W. G. Burskie, R. H. Garrett, 
George Nelms, G. W. Grace, B. S. Nelms, 
W. G. Lancaster, George Ammons, J. O. 
Green, G. L. Griffin, T. J. Catler and Will 
Horton. 

Thse fourteen men are members of the 
Macon Guards, J E. P. Stevens, captain. 
The Macon Guards belong to the First reg- 
iment, now stationed at Chickamauga, and 
the Guards is known in the regiment as 
company E, 

Of the above named fourteen men, twelve 
of/them, so far as can be ascertained, have 
come to Macon, to-wit, Laurence Bradley, 
G. W. Grace, S. B. Nelms, W. G. Lan- 
caster, George Ammons,, eGorge Nelms, 
W. G, Bruski, J. F. Whitaker, J. O. 
Green, will Horton, R, H. Garrent and 
Walter Willis. 

By 4 o'clock this afternoon ten of the 
soldiers had been arrested on the streets 
by the police, leaving at large only two 
who came to Macon, to-wit,’ W. G. Lan- 
caster and J. O. Green. They will proba- 
bly be picked up in due season. The sol- 
dfers were placed in the corridors of the 
barracks, and will be carried back to 
Chickamauga tomorrow, probably. 

The soldiers deciare they left Chicka- 
mauga in u spirit of fun, and intended to 
return tomorrow. They say they bought 
railroad tickets at Chattanooga and left 
there last night, reaching Macon this morn- 
ing. Some went to their homes when they 
first arrived and then went out on the 
Streets. They made no effort to conceal 
themselves, so they say. They state that 
On yestemiay they were paid off at camp 
and they decided they would come tu 
Macon to see relatives and friends before 
being ardered off to camp in Kentucky 
or sent to Santiago or some other foreign 
point. It is said that G. L. Griffin and T. 
T. Carter did't come to Macon. Carter 
is from Conyers and may have gone there. 
Griffin is said to have stopped in Atlanta. 
The soldiers say the health of the soldters 
of the four Macon companies at Chicka- 
mauga is splendid. ‘There is not a serious 
case of sickness among them. They area 
well clothed and fed. The oniy complaint 
the soidiers have to make is in not being 
sent to the front. They are tired of the 
monotony of camp life. "Ney crave sqme 
excitement.

Peculiar Symptoms in the Death of a 
Little Two-Year-Old Child at 


Sunny Side, Ga. 

The two-year-old daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Redgers, who live at Sunny Side, Ga., 
a few miles from Griffin, died at the home 
of her parents last Friday from hydropho- 
bia. The death of the Rodgers child was a

Resignation Tendered. , 

When the board of health met-yesterday 
afternoon it could be seen by the whis- 
pering and very apparent agitation of the 
members that something was on foot, and 
those who were not on the inside and were 
unaware of what was about to transpire 
prepared for something unusual, 

After the reading of the inspector's re- 
port, Chief Veal handed the secretary of 
the board a paper and immediately a mo- 
tion for an executive session wag made. 
The board. was then left to itself to con- 
sider the resignation. Just previous to the 
meeting the members of the board made 
an effort to have Chief Veal change his 
mind, but he’remained firm and the meet- 
ing then proceeded. 

In the executive session the secretary an- 
nounced the nature of the paper, which 
was already known, The resignation, 
which was read by the secretary, was as 
follows: 

“Atlanta, Ga., August 12, 1898.—To the 
Honorable Board of Health, Atlanta, Ga. 
Gentlemen: For twenty odd years, since 
reaching manhood, 1 have given all my 
time, my mind, and ney: life, as it were, to 
the city of Atlanta in promoting good or- 
der, good sanitation and good heaith. 

“} nave never, in any way, thnched or 
shirked my duty, no matter how danger- 
eus, loathsome or unpleasant. I have al- 
ways carried out the instructions of the 
board of health to the best of my ability. 

“In discharging my duties I‘ have made 
some enemies, but, thank God, I have

and appreciate to my dying day. This 


honorable board and its predecessors know | 


better than others what my auties have 

been, and how they have been discharged.

It is painful, yet 
pleasant, to cut such life-long ties; painful 
because of parting with associates that 
are so near and dear to my heart; pleas- 
ant because of a cOnsciousness of duty 
well done and brighter prospects of being 
rewarded for my future gervices, : 

“My headquarters will continue to be in 
Atlanta and it will always be my pleasure 
and desire to see this department pressing 
onward and continuing at the head of the 
procession. 

“With the very best wishes of my heart, 
and a long, prosperous and happy life for 
each one of this honorable board, and 
every man connected with the sanitary 
department of Atlanta, I hereby tender my 
resignation. Very respectfully, 

“THOMAS. E. VEAL, 
“Chief Inspector.” 


The board then for a few minutes dis 
cussed the matter. It had already reviewed 
the situation and it was seen that there 
was nothing left but to. accept the resig- 
nation. A motion to this effect was made 
and the resignation was accepted. 

Captain Méller nominated Mr. Joseph T. 
Lowry to fill the unexpired term of one 
year which was left by Chief Veal. He 
was elected without opposition by a unan- 
imous vote of the board, 

Chief Veal Talks, 

Ex-Chieg Veal was seen immediately 
after the meeting of the board of health 
and spoke concerning his resignation, 

“I resigned,’’ said he, ‘‘because I was 
offered a position which was better from a 
financial standpoint and which will not 
require such a great amount of work. I 
have had the matter under consideration 
for some time and on receipt of a telegram 
from the company I decided to resign. The 
proposition made to me is a very flattering 
one and I would not in justice to myself 
refuse it. I informed the different members 
of the board of my intention to resign and 
appreciate the many expressions of regret 
tendered -me. 

“The sanitary department is at present 
better equipped and in better condition 
than ever before in its history. The men in 
the department are competent and hard 
working men and will be able to continue 
the high standard of the department. I 
have made many friends while chief of the 
department and have made some enemies. 
I appreciate the kindness of my friends, 
and on account of the friendships Il have 
formed I dislike to heave the department 
My-eonneetion with:the department has at 
all times been pleasant and my dealings 
with the board of health have been agreea- 
ble. My reason for leaving is purely for my 
own benefit, 

“I leave for New York tonight, where 
I go.on business for the company. My of- 
fices will be established in Atlanta on my 
return to she city and I will be here the 
greater ok. of the time.’’ 

Something About Chief Veal. | 

Chief Thomas E. Veal entered the service 
of the city of Atlanta in 1870. He first held 
the position of policeman and later became 
station house Keeper, which place he held 
until he entered the sanitary department. 

He was elected chief and was the first 
chief of the sanitary department. He was 
continually re-elected and although at times 
he had strong opposition, was able to hold 
the position, The sanitary department of 
today is the result of his work. When ne 
took charge of the department it was a 
small affair. As the city grew the depart- 
ment advanced ‘until today it is one of the 
departments in the city 
the office of chief 


most important 
government, He held 
for fifteen years. 

Last year charges were preferred against 
Chief Veal for misconduct and for using 
his office for his personal benefit. The 
matter created a great sensation and the 
trial will be well remembered. The com- 
mittee to which the matter w&s referred 
decided that a trial Was not necessary, but 
Chief Veal demanded a trial and the trial 
was held. 

The board of health conducted the trial 
and many witnesses and great volumes of 


testimony were introduced. After a lengthy 


tria} the board decided that Chief Veal 
was innocent of the charges and he was ex- 
onerated. Chief Veal and his friends had 
been confident of acquittal and the verdict 
was no surprise to them. 

This was the only time that the sanitary 
department ever came into prominence of 
this kind and up to then the importance 
and size of the department had scarcely 
been realized. | 

Chief Inspector Lowry. 

Inspector Joseph T. Lowry, who 
elected by the board of health to fill the 
unexpired term of Chief Veal, was the next 
member of the sanitary department in line 
for promotion and his election will be no 
great surprise. The board decided that the 
best policy would be to give the position 
to a man who was, by experience, thor- 
oughly familiar with the details of the

essary experience. 

Chief Inspector Lowry was born In Chero 
kee county, Georgia. and was raised in 
Cobb county. He is fifty-four years of age 
and has resided in Atlanta for the past 
fifteen years, Six years ago he was elect- 
ed to the office of inspector on the sanitary 
derourtment and has held that position until 
yesterday, when he Was made chief inspec- 
tor. 

For a great length of time Mr. Lowry 
performed the duties of clerk of the depart- 
ment in addition to those of inspector and 
in this way hecame familiar with the inside 
vorking of the office and the details of its 
managément. For some time he has been 
in the offiée most of the time and is well 
equipped to take charge of the affairs of 
the department.

TWO DEPARTMENTS 


A Difference Betwoon Commissioners of 
Public Werks and the Police. 


ABOUT HOLES IN STREETS 


Question as to Whose Duty It Is To 
Put Out Danger Signais. 


WARM TALK OVER TELEPHONE LAST NIGHT 


Police Quote the Law on the Subject 
To Show the Responsibility—The 
Question Still Remains Open. 


THERE IS A CLASH BETWEEN THE 
police department and the office of com- 
missioner of public works. It has been 
brewing for some time and it came to a 
partial head last evening. 

Last night Patrolman Beavers, one of the 

icycle officers, found a dangerous hole in 
he street near the corner of McDaniel and 
Whitehall, streets. He reported the mat- 
ter to the police barracks, and Call Officer 
Covington repeated the message to the 
office of the commissioner of public works 
in the city hall. Ags reported by the call 
officer to the chief cf police later, this 
is about the conversation which occurred 
over the ’phone: 

Call officer: ‘‘There is a dangerous hole 
at the corner of McDaniel and Whitehall 
streets which needs attention at once.” 

Man in the commissioner’s office: ‘‘Well. 
what about it?” 

Call officer: “What about it? Why, it 
ought to have a danger light on it tonight 
and be fixed in the morning.” 

Man in the cemmissioner’s office: “Yes, 
but let me tell you something: Don’t you 
know that it is as much the business of 
the police to look after holes in the gtreets 
as it is ours? Our lamps are all! out, go 
you had better place a light over the hole 
yourself.”’ 

The police officer didn’t exactly relish 
the reply he had received and he reported 
the matter to Chief Manly, and the chief 
told the officer that he had done right 
and all that could be expected of him. 

Now this is the outcome of a feeling 
between the two departments which has 
been brewing for quite a while. Numbers 
of times the police department has placed 
lights over dangerous places in the streets 
when they could not reach the commisston- 
er’s Office at night. While perfectly wil- 
ling to do this, they do not concede that 
it was in the line of their quties. The little 


talk over the telephone last night brought 


matters to a focus. 

The police department did not place a 
light at the corner of Whitehall and Mce- 
Daniel streets, and 4f the man in the 
cammissioner’s office did fot reconsider 
his decision later the hole was left with. 
out a signal of danger. If a horse falls 
into it and the city is sued the question as 
to whether or not the police can be heid 
liable will be judicially settled in the 
courts. In the meantime, it is still an 
open question, and as the rupture is lia- 
ble to work injury tg the city the respon- 
sibility will doubtless be fixed at once. 

The police declare that the only ordi- 
nance upon the subject is section 1021 of 
the city code, which is as follows: 

“The eommissioner of public works shall 
keep employed a. suitable man, ang have 
under him a sufficient foree of men whose 
sOle and exclusive duty shall be to repain 
dangerous places in the Streets, sidewalks 
and bridges of the city, and any place 
of the kind coming to their knowledge 
shall be fixed at once.” 

Under this ordinance the police claim 
that their duty ceases when they inform 
the commissioner of public works of any 
holes or excavations in the streets or side- 
walks, and that when they place lights on 
such places it is only done at night when 
the commissioner cannot be reached. 

It seems that the commissioner of pub- 
lic works take a_different view. as was 
given out over the telephone last night, 
and an interesting little official sortie may 
result,

With the signing of the much dis- 


cussed protocol by: the’ representatives 
of the governments of the United States 
and Spain in Washington yesterday af- 
ternoon, the Spanish war is brought to 
an enti. Instructions have been eabled 
for hostilities to cease, and our govern- 


ment secures concessions which make 


this victory one of the most remarkable 
evererecorded in the list of American tri- 
umphs. 


The war has been a-success in every 


particular, the only feature about it giv- 
ing occasion for the slightest regret be- 
ing the loss of life, but even that is 
infinitely less than anybody supposed it 
would be at the beginning of hostilities. 


‘As to the cost of the war, various 


elements are to be considered, and any 
Calculation will depend largely on the 


basis upon which it is made. 


If we 


are to take into consideration only the 
actual cost of bringing the army and 
navy to a fighting basis, and in meeting 
the expenses incident to the movement 
: ~ to the front, the cost will approximately 


be covered in, say, $200,000,000.

laNM, there was not a single steamship 
to be found upon any of the seas, and 
not a single locomotive to’ be found any- 
Where on land. He says that anthra- 
cite coal, which is now one of the chief 
products of (Pennsylvania’s rich soil, 
Was nov oven suspected in 1819. With 
respect to educational facilities he ob- 
serves that colleges were so scarce in 
Pennsylvania at that time as to be con- 
sidered luxuries; and moreover, that it 
costsso much to enjoy the instruction 
which they afforded that only the rich 
were able to give their children the 
benefit of higher educational training. 
He says that even the common school 
system which today the -glory of 
Pennsylvania, as it is of every other 
state-in the union, was then not even 
known, and that the normal schoo] sys- 
tem was remote from the dreams of the 
most speculative imagination. 

In 1819 Colonel MoClure says that 
Pennsylvania's population fell consider- 
ably short af one million, whereas to- 
day it closely approximates, if it does 
not exceed, five millions. 

Pennsylvania’s growth within the 
past eighty years has been typical in 
a large measure of the growth gf the en- 
tire country, especially of that portion 
of it which borders upon the Atlantic 
seaboard. Verily, the history of the 
past eight years has been one of mar- 
velous development, and if our simple 
forefathers could log broadcast over the 
country today they would hardly be 
able to recognize In it any trace of the 
heritage which they once bequeathed to 
their children. 
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Admiral Sampson’s Defenders. 

Tine naval clique has got in its dead- 
ly work on Commodore Schley in the 
formal promotions of that gallant of- 
ficer and of Captain Sampson, acting 
admiral. While Schley’s unquestioned 
worth gets him the appointment as ad- 
miral, Sampson/is,elevated to the same 
grade, and theyel¢vation comes in such 
away that Sampsodn will rank Schley. 

It isa small matter after all, and would 
hardly be worthy of mention except 
as a further illustration of the determ: 
nation of those controlling the navy de- 
partment to force an officer over the 
head of one whose only sin is that of 
having brilliantly accomplished what 
the powers at Washington had expected 
their own man to do. It is of value in 
snowing the power of a clique in the 
navy; and unique in that it ig the only 
blot that has been discovered in the 
conduct of the navy department, which 
had shone brilliantly when compared 
with the record made by the war de- 
partment. 

This last act of the crowd which runs 
naval affairs is a fitting climax to its 
other acts, out of which this Sampson- 
Schley controversy has grown. Secretary 
Long and Captain Mahan have added 
the most recent chapters to it, the sec- 
retary, as well as the great writer for 
the magazines, having deemed it nec- 
essary to rise in Sampson’s behalf. 

The secretary’s letter deserves rrotice 
because it was telegraphed throughout 
the country, and yet there is nothing 
in it that throws any new light upon 
the situation or adds interest to the 
controversy. ‘The secretary bears testi- 
mony to the efficiency of Acting Admir- 
al Sampson, and lays stress upon that 
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Mg the resources of her colonies, is due 
to the sterling integrity of the home 
government; and manifestly there must 
be this integrity at the seat of govern- 
ment if there is to be honesty and in- 
tegrity in the management of colonial 
possessions. 

The failures of this government in the 
past can be traced directly to rottenness 
of officials in charge at the seat of gov- 
ernment. ‘We have made two efforts 
to furnish a government to people not 
enjoying self-government, and although 
these two efforts differed widely from 
each other, the results were much the 
same. : 

The government’s failures in rly 
administering the affairs of the 1 n’s 
wards, the Indians, have been proverbi- 
al. They have been made possible by 
the rottenness which at 4ijmes has per- 
yaded the Indian bureau in its different 
ramifications. 

The same conditions made the carpet- 
bag government forced upon the south 
a stench to the nostrils. The rotten- 
hess that was all pervasive through the 
conquered states was only possible be- 
cause of the rottenness in high places 
at Washington. 

These are two notable failures 
which can be properly charged 
up against~us as a nation when we con- 
sider the question of furnishing govern- 
ment to those not entitled to full par- 
ticipation in its privileges. In both of 
these cases, it is worthy of note that 
the masses of the people not imme- 
diately concerned exhibited but little in- 
terest. If the people as a class had 
manifested interest in the administra- 
tion in either of these cases, the chances 
are that many of the evils would have 
been unearthed and the hardships ame- 
liorated. 

It is claimed by some of those who 
favored the annexation of Hawaii, and 
who even go so far as to favor such a 
policy of expansion as would take in 
the Philippines, that a broadening of 
the vision would result in a closer 
scrutiny of the affairs of government in 
all respects, and that such expansion 
would, therefore, be not an evil but a 
distinct good. In support of this con- 
tention they hold up the administration 
of government affairs in Great Britain, 
claiming that there is greater honesty 
and integrity there than here—less 
steals, fewer jobs, a better atmosphere. 

‘Whether there is ground for the con- 
clusion that the broadening of govern- 
ment responsibilities tends to a deeper 
imterest on the part of the people as a 
body in the conduct of affairs, seems to 
us a matter of speculation which might 
call out good arguments on both sides; 
but there can be no controverting the 
proposition that the successful govern- 
ment of colonies or territorfes must de- 
pend upon honesty in the handling of 
the affairs of government at Washing- 
ton. With honest government, based 
upon, the principles of the constitution, 
American sovereignty over Hawaii, Por- 
to Rico and whatever other territory we 
may secure, will mean unlimited bless- 


‘ings to the people taken under our wing; 


if, on the other hand, these new terri- 
tories are to become the prey of the 
horde of vultures that has fattened 
through control of the republican party, 
their fate is not to be envied. 

Honest government under the flag of. 
the United States will be good for them 
and good for us all. It is the mission 
of the democratic party to see that the

’ FACTS AND FIGURES. 


Horses are always in great demand in 

the Philippgnes. Nobody in Manila ts 
‘considered anybody without a horse and 
carriage. 

In the Philippines cows and oxen are 
about the size of large goats. 

Aguinaldo is twenty-six years old. He 
is the son of a Malay chief and was edu- 
cated by Spanish priests. 

It costs us $8,000,000 a year to govern and 
take care of our native Indians. There are 
thirty-three times as many aboriginals 
in the Philippines who would have to be 
provided for by our government if it de- 
cides to hold the islands. 

The annexation of Hawaii will cause us 
to lose $36,000,000 a year in customs duj{ies. 

The most numerous native races of the 
Philippines are «the Tagals, Bisayers and 
Mestizos, the latter being ‘half-breeds. The 
population of the islands is about 7,600,000, 
the Europeans and Americans numbering 
about 8,000. Only about 500 of the 1,400 is- 
lands have been explored, Manila, on the 
island of Luzon, is an important commer- 
cial city, with about 150,000 inhabitants. 

Havapa has ome of the finest harbors in 
the world. It will easily accommodate 
1,000 vessels at the same time, 

New York is 1,215 miles from Havana. 
The latter city is about ninety miles dis- 
tant from Key West. 

Admiral Dewey says that it will take 
150,000 soldiers to conquer and hold the 
Philippines, and General Merritt estimates 
that 50,000 men will be needed to control 
Mamila and vicinity. 

Sugar cane sixteen feet high is frequently 
geen in Cuba. 

Before our civil war the democratic 
party urged our government to buy:Cuba, 
and $100,000,000 was offered for the island. 

The area of the Philippines is as large 
as.that of the six New England states, 
with New Jersey, Maryland and Delaware 
added, but they have little more than one- 
third the arable areca of those states, al- 
though their products make them the rich- 
est islands in the world. 

In Cuba the distinction between the dry 
and rainy seasons is well marked, yet 
there is rain every month during the year. 

Tornadoes, hurricanes ang earthquakes 
occur in Cuba, but less frequently than 
in other parts of the West Indies. 

The principal mountain in Cuba is the 
Sierra Maestro, which rises 8,000 feet above 
the sea im the eastern part of the island. 

Morro castle, Havana, is a famous forti- 
fied prison, mostly under ground and part- 
ly under water, where thousands of per- 
sons have been killed 

Trinidad, one of the oldest Cuban cities, 
is a noted health resort, 

Cardenas is called the American city 
on account of the great number of Amer- 
icans living there. 

Seventy-five years ago Thomas Jefferson 
said that Cuba was needed to round our 
power as a nation to the point of its ut- 
most interest. 

Cuba commands the entrance to the Gulf 
of Mexico and is an important military 
station. 

Havana’s average temperature in the 
warmest month is 8&2 degrees fahrenheit. 
Tne average during the coolest month is 
72 degrees. 

Sometimes upon the hfghest Cuban moun- 
taims ice has been seen, but very seldom. 

Premier '‘Sagasta, when questioned about. 
the possible sale of Cuba to the United 
States, said: “There is not enough gold 
in the world to purchase Cuba.” 

If Havana were under good sanitary 
laws it would practically keep yellow fever 
out of the United States. 

The Spaniards have about 200,000 sol- 
diers in Cuba; the insurgents about 30,000. 

The ingenios in Cuva are the sugar. es- 
tates, many of them consisting of from 
100 to 1,000 acres. The cafetales are the 
coffee estates, next i. importance to the 
ingenios.

WHAT THE FARMERS 
DID IN CONVENTION. 


Now that the convention of the Georgia 
State Agricultural Society has adjourned, 
one who was an onlooker can glance 
back over the multitude of business, speech 
mukirg, resolutions and discussions and 
weed out very interesting information. 
I was asked on the train coming to At- 
lanta from Indian Spring: ‘“‘What did the 
farmers do?’ 

Well, to make first a sort of summary, 
I state that they: 

Began qa movement for the introduction 
of industrial education in the ccmmon 
schools of the state. 

Attacked the management of the Agri- 
cultural and Mechanical college at th- 
é 158. 

Placed farming upon a higher scientific 
plane, 

Started a movement to utilize the whole 
of the corn plant by the shredding process. 

Sounded a note of warning to the fruit 
growers that they had an enemy to fight 
in the shape of an insect pest. 

These are, 1 believe all the matters of 
geereral importance which came before the 
convention, 


Hon. Pope Brown declined a re-election 
and urged that a third term was not to 
be desired. And yet, in spite of this pro- 
test, the convention chose thym without a 
dissenting voice, and he was escorted to 
the chair with great ceremony, where he 
was given an ovation. 

Following this a number of members de- 
clared from the floor that the society 
should be placed upon its old footing of 
leadership; that it had much prominence 
in the past and should have again; people 
had declared the society a back number, 
but they would be shown that it was a 
very lively corpse. 

With the state society as thetr mouth- 
piece, the farmers vf Georgia are demand- 
ing industrial education, and that means 
the teaching of manual labor in such a 
way in the common schools as to fit the 
boys and girls for thard work in life. They 
desire something more than a mere in- 
struction in the elementary branches of 
an academic education and ask that farm- 
ing and mechanics be taught as sciences. 
They want the girls to know how to spin, 
weave and knit, to k..ow how to cook and 
make cheese, to learn to make preserves 
and pickles, to sew and take care of. the 
sick; in fact, to fit them for all the duties 
of life and give them some knowledge by 
Which they can go into the world and 
earn a »living. 

They fwant the boys to be engineers, car- 
penters, machinists or chemists and to 
know how to farm upon scientific primci- 
ples; to be able to dig a ditch or terrace 
land and build a house. 


As a first move for industrial education, 
the society has seen,fit to. attack the man- 
agement of the Agricuitural and Mechani- 
cal college at Athens. They do not think 
that the school is giving the satisfaction 
it should, and being the only school of the 
kind outside the Technological school, they 
Ihave taken steps to mave it investigated 
by the legislature, with a view to making 
such chaAges as would give the people 
just such a school as the farmers believe 
they are entitled to. 

It what ome could cull from the action 
of the convention was not misleading, 
farming is destined to be one of the sci- 
ences; in fact, is already one of the scien- 
ces. Scientific experiments have been car- 
ried on at the experiment etation and 
reports from that institution show that 
farming is being revolutionized by investi- 
gation and research. 

As an example of the scientific stride ag- 
riculture has taken, the paper of Colonel 
R. J. Redding on the shredding of corn 
may be mentioned. Shredding is the run- 
ning of the cornstalk, with the tassel, 
through a._machine which reduces it to hay 
or fodder, making a atOsSt excellent food 
for cattle during the wimter months. For- 
merly these stalks were allowed to rot 
in the field or were burned up. Instead 
of being a source otf revenue, they were 
actually an expense to the farmer. The 
throwing away of the stalk and tassel was 
a wasting of 40 per cent of the total value 
of the corn crop. Nuw by shredding, all 
the corn plant is saved and the crop is 
over one-third more remunerative. By 
scientific investigation it was shown that 
the stalks and tassels contained fine food 
properties. 


To the fruit growers of Georgia the note 
of warning went out from the society 
that the scale insect cnown as San Jose 
was devastating some of the finest orch- 
ards im the state. ‘Irhis disease to fruit 
trees first made its appearance in Georgia 
in 1890.q4,It came from California, having 
been brdéught into thac state from Japan. 
The San Jose is about one-sixteenth of 

inch mm circumference and is therefore 
almost microscopic. It can only be de- 
tected at tirst by the aid of a magnifying 
giass. One lady bug of this variety will 
become the maternal ancestor in a year 
of three billion childien, not to speak of 
the mamy billiong of grandchildren. The 
San Jose. has a small, sharp bill, with 
which it sucks the sap from a tree, and 
will within two or three years destroy an 
orchard. State Entomologist Scott told 
all about the bug and named the counties 
in which it had appeured. It is introduced 
from orchard to orchard in the clothing of 
persons. Like the yellow fever germ, 
however, it. cannot in this country come 
It attacks Perse trees, 
lum trees, hedges and rose - es. 
Y Froes Senceforth fruit growers will have 
to fight the San Jose scale as cotton plant- 
ers have to fight the cotton worm.

Big Chemical Company Absorbs 
Southern Fertilizer Company, 


DEAL MADE AT RICHMOND 


New Company Gets Four Large Mills in 
the State, 


$750,000 WAS PAID FOR INTEREST 


New Firm Now Controls Twenty-Seven 
Mills and Is Capitalized at $7,- 
000,000—Something of His- 
tory of Southern Fer- 
tilizer Co. 


——— 


THE SOUTHERN FERTILIZER COM- 
pany, of this city, operating mills and 
factories at Savannah, Nome, Cordele and 
Atlanta, has been absorbed by the Virginia 
& Carolina Chemical Company, ‘whose 
headquarters are at Richmond. 

The deal was closed at Richmond on 
Wednesday, and it is understood that the 
amount paid for the four mills and ma- 
terial on hand was $750,000. 

Mr. Morgan, president of the Virginia & 
Carolina Chemical Company, was in Atlan- 
} ta some time ago looning over the titles 
ef the Southern Fertilizer Company, but 
it was not generally Known at the time 
that‘any deal was contemplated. Colonel 
George W. Scott, president, and Mr. C. 
M. Candler, secretary and treasurer, of the 
Southern Fertilizer Company, went to 
Richmond several days ago for the purpose 
| of consumating the deal, 

The Virginia & Caroiina Ghemical Com- 
pany is one of the largest concerns in the 
country, being capitalized at $7,000,000, and 
with the newly acquired mills 2 of the 
Southern Fertilizer Company, will now op- 
erate twenty-seven mills. 

Colonel Scott and Mr. Candler are etill 
out of the city and the details of the trans- 
actian will probably not be made public 
until their return. The information of 
the deal comes from a very reliable source 
and has been confirmed by several gentle- 
men who are in a position to know of the 


transfer. 
The sale, it {s understood, imcludes the 


mills and material on hand of the South- 
ern Fertilizer Company, but does not in- 
clude any of their sales or notes and ac- 
counts due them, 

It is not known whether or not amy rad- 
ical changes will be made in the matter 
of employing the salesmen and office force 
of the Southern Fertilizer Company, but 
it is thought that most of them will be 
retained. The main office of the fompany 
will no doubt still remain at Richmond and 
Atlanta will be made the headqwariters for 
sales 

It is understood that Colonel Scott and 
Mr. Candler will not be associated with 
the new firm in any way, but will retire 
from the fertilizer business altogether. Mr. 
Candler, it is said, will clase up all the 
business of the Southern Fertilizer Com- 
pany and will then probably.resume the 
practice of law. 

The Southern Fertilizer Company was or- 
ganized in 1895, successors to Comer, Hull 
& Co., of Savannah, and George W. Scott 
Manufacturing Company, of Atlanta. 
Colonel George W. Scott, of Atlanta, and 
Mr. H. M. Comer, of Savannah, president 
of the Central railroad, are the largest 
stockholders. 

The officers are: George W. Scott, pres- 
ident; Joseph Hull, ¢ice president; C., M. 
Candler, secretary and treasurer; H. P. 
Richmond, assistant secretary and treas- 
urer, and G. B. Scott, general superinten- 
dent. 

Their salesmen are: Captain W. A, Han- 
sell and F. N. Graves, Atlanta; B. S&S. 
Crane, Decatur; William Neil, Augusta; 
Dwight Roberts, Savannah, and Thomas 
Hunt, Columbus. 

Their main offices are in Atlanta and 
all the business of the company has been 
done from this place, 

Colonel George W. Scott has probably 
been in the fertilizer business longer than 
any other manufacturer in Georgia and he 
has a regnarkable history. 

He .-wds a gallant confederate soldier 
during ythe war and was entrusted with 
high position by the confederate govern- 
rent. At the close of the war he went to 
Tallahassee, Fla., where he established 
a most important business with Mr. 
Smallwood, of New York, 

While a resident of the state he was 
nominated for governor of Florida at a 


conservative democratic party which met 
at Quincy. He was at that time at Talla- 
hassee and the nomination Was made over 
his protest and that of his friends. Upon 
being telegraphed of the nomination, he 
declined and the’ convention reassembled, 
A committee was appointed to wait on 
him and urge him to accept, as he was 
considered to be the only man in the 
state who cculd lead the party on to v‘c- 
tory. 

The convention adjourned} ang the com- 
mittee, with Chief Justice Dupont as its 
head, waited on Mr. Scott at Tallahassee 
and begged him to accept. He declined be- 
cause of important interests Mr. Small- 
wood had confided to his care. Chief Jus- 
tice Dupont produced a dispatch from Mr. 
Smallwood agreeing for him to run, as the 
interests of Florfla demanded the sgacri- 
fice. 

He led his party through the canvass 
with indomitable address and energy and 
was unquestionably elected, but the re- 
turning board counted in his opponent, 
General Harrison Reed, by a small ma- 
jority.

in ancient terrestrial affairs. This caress 
is a pledge of ancient affection or con- 
stant faith—that is, in its romantic mean- 
ing.

An expert has testified that a kiss is not 
delivered; it is not received. The moment 
a kiss is kissed it is a hilated by its own 
sweetness. It partakes of the natures of 
both participants. A sentimentalist might 
describe it as bliss coined, and turn all the 
world to favor free coinage, It may be 
said that ‘while a miss is essential to a 
kiss, a kiss is essentially never amiss. It is 
labial by nature, though sometimes merely 
aspired to, but always consonant.

KATE WALLER BARRETT 
ON THE EXPOSITION 


Omaha, Neb.,August 12.—(Special.)—Start- 
ing across the continent on a zig-zag tour 
to cover many months, my first stopping 
place is Omaha. You have heard much 
of the Trars-Mississippi exposition, now 
being held here, which is the culmination 
of ambitions that were stirred by the 
success of our splendid exposition. I find 
here a fine, growing, bustling city, of about 
the same size as Atlanta, with magnificent 
railroad facilities, and situated in the 
midst of a fertile agricultural region. It 
seemed to me there would be enough corn 
grown on the prairies of Nebraska to feed 
the whole world as I passed through miles 
of this, the prettiest crop the farmer pro- 
duces 


This is a typical western, wide-open 
town. I got here on Saturday night, and 
it was hard for me.to realize that the 
next day was Sunday, when I went out 
upon the streets and saw the theaters, ball- 
rooms and saloons all in full blast. No- 
body seems to think anything. of it partic. 
ularly, and it does not seem to disturb the 
calm of the preachers at all. I was walk- 
ing down the street on Sunday night with 
ore of the most prominent ministers in the 
city and I remarked something on the 
very broad gauge plah upon which Omaha 
Was run, and asked what class of people 
attended the Sunday theaters, and he re- 


marked: “The best class «tt in the 
city go.” When I fooke round, sur- 
prised at the statement, because those thal 
I had seen pass in seemed to be rather of 
the tough element, he sald: “Oh, well, 
perhaps if they were not doing this they 
would be doing something. worse.’”’ Com- 
forting kind of philosophy that. A man is 
killing one man—let him alone, he might 
possibly be killing two if he were stopped 
from doing that. 


The exposition is really beautiful. I 
think the plan of the buildings and grounds 
is the handsomest that I have yet seen in 
that detail, and I am a much ‘“‘expositioned 
woman,” having attended all of the ex- 
positions in this country and in Europe 
since the Centennial. The buildings are 
similar in style to the world’s fair build- 
ings, except, of course, much smaller, and 
all surround a large and handsome lagoon. 
Instead of being isolated buildings, they 
are each connected to the other by 1 
colonnades, the rcofs of which are 
ported by Corinthian columns, This 
very unique and charming feature, being 
both crnamental and useful, ane in this 
Wuy, in the hot weather, as well as in 
wet weather, one can make the entire 
tcur of the grounds without being from 
under cover. The lageon is particularly 
beautiful. The white staff balustrade is 
breken here and there by terraces of 
green reaching to the water's edge, brigh: 
with every variety of flowers. It is won- 
derful how much has been done to beau- 
tify the grounds, and the large number 
of trees and plants that have been 
transplanted there and all growing vis- 
orously. The exhibits are all good, par- 
ticularly the government exhibit, which 
make a specialty of its war exhibit, which, 
of course, is of particular interest. The 
hospital corps exhibit, with the table get 
for the hospita) stewards, and everything 
just as it would be upon a battlefie.d, is 
particularly interesting. The governicent 
meteorological station exhibit is also fine, 
and the kites and kite-flying instruments 
which are now being used so extensively 
both in war and also in taking data for 
weather reports are very cOmplete and in- 
teresting. 


I think a very decided forward step has 
been taken by the women of Omaha and 
women of Nebraska in not having a sep- 
arate woman's buildipg. It does seem that, 
if we women really mean that sex is to be 
wiped out in the arts, that we should not 
want a separate building to gather to- 
gether the’ things which women have ac- 
complished, and by that very fact seeming 
to say to the world, “Just look here, we 
have done this, and yet we are just wo- 
men.’ Of course to have a building makes 
Wwoman’s work more tangible, at the same 
time in the Omaha exhibit the woman’s 
influence pervades everything and is not 
localized. The woman's state board has had 
the department of education under its call 
and will take charge of all the congresses 
to be held upon the grounds of every kind. 
The women in Omaha fully maimtain the 
reputation of western women for being 
thorough and aggressive in their work. 
The Woman's Club here is a particularly 
fine one, composed of over 0 women and 
taking up im its various lines almost every 
branch of activity. The other lines of wo- 
man’s work are also well covered in the 
city, and one particularly interesting feat- 
ure is the Young Women’s Christian Asso- 
ciation. I have just returned from there, 
where I have seen more than 200 girls 
from the stores and offices in the city 
in these rooms resting and refreshing 
themselves during their noon hour and hav- 
ing a comfortable lunch served for a min- 
imum cost. I have never seen any Young 
Women’s Christian Association that seemed 
to be more attended by the people of the 
city than this one and it made my teart 
warm within me. I hope the day is not far 
distant when Atlanta will have some place 
where a girl may find a friend when she 
comes a stranger in that town. There has 
been a burden on my heart ever since I 
first went to Atlanta to live and found 
out the large number of giris that are 
employed in the offices of our city, and 
when I have learned how they have had 
to live and how isolated they were from 
the companionship and pleasures that 
would make life so much easier for them.

The Forty-fifth 
Alabama, 22d July, 1864, was recognized by 
the reports of General Logan, commanding 
McPherson’s army; Frank P. Blair, 
enteenth army corps, and W. W. Belknap, 
co.onel cOMmanding Iowa brigade, hence, 
from general commanding, down to col- 
onei, this regiment, bearing the original 
bonnie blue’ flag, the Cleburne flag, blue 
ground, with pale moon in the center, was 
noticed in their official reports in the 
record of the rebellion—open to the world. 
As to the color company of this regiment, 
it has already been in print by The Consti- 
tution (1 have the roster); one-half were un- 
der eighteen; about one-third under sev- 
enteen, and about twelve or fifteen under 
sixteen, and J], the youngest, at fourteen. 
Gallant “‘Bob Lee,’ whose hand I clusped 
ten days ago, shot at Belknap (secretary 
to Grant) wUnree times, and the last shot 
would ‘have got him had he not failen on 
his face to escape it, and E. H. King, now 
of Napa, Cal., the adjutant of Beiknap, 
says: ‘“‘We had to twist the barrel of your 
gun out of your hands before you would 
surrerxier.”’ .Cleburne’s division killed 
MecPhereon, carried off eight guns ang thir- 
teen stands of colors, against five guns 
and -five stands by Cheatham’'s corps, 
wh.ch shows that the fighting was just as 
severe in the woods as on the Georgia rail- 
road. General W. B. Bate and Mr. Clark, 
chief clerk in Davis's cabinet, asked me 
where I had obtained my information on 
general military matters, as theirs coincided 
with mine and could rot be found in the 
rebellion records. My reply was, I had not 
only read Davis, Bragg, Joinston, Hood 
and the records, correspondence, federal 
and confederate, but had private informa- 
tion. authentic, frem Mr. A, H. Stephens, 
himself, for whom I acted as secretary. 
To conclude: So much for gallant Bob 
Lee, so much for the Forty-ifth and its 
col company (which I drilled before it 
pu AR service), and s0 much for Pat 
Cleburne and the flag accorded his divi- 
sion, which singular and distinguished hon- 
or was given to none other. When my At. 
abama, ‘Tennessee, Mississippi, Arkansas 
and Texas comrades read this article, they 
wil] be amazed to find that after all had 
been published a doubt could be enter- 
tained on this question.

SAYS WAS OFFICER’S FAULT 


That the New Yorkers Acted Like They 
Did on the Battle Field. 


DESCRIBES SUFFERINGS OF THE CUBANS 


Gaunt Figures with Yearning Look 
Stand Around as the Soldiers 
Cook Their Food. 


Athens, Ga., August 11.—(Special.)—Pri- 
vate Joe Hilsman, of company G, Ninth 
United States infantry, who was in the bat- 
tle of Santiago, has written a letter to his 
mother, Mrs. J. O. Hilsman, of this city, 
in which many interesting facts are given. 

Private Hilsman was in the brigade that 
charged over the bodies of the demoralized 
Seventy-first New York regiment, and gives 
a thrilling account of that part of the bat- 
tle. He says: 

“To mention the suffering of the Cubans 
would be to reiterate what others have 
said. It is, nowever, a Common occurrence 
io see Weak and emaciated men, women 
and children begging for bread, people hor- 
ribly disfigured by starvation and children 
Walking avout the streets naked. Desola- 
tion stares at us evefywhere. Where once 
stood a mansion, now a Wass of Pruins; 
where once prosperity, now wuste and over- 
grown lands, a condition of affairs sad to 
behold.”’ 

Concerning the starving Cubans, the let- 
ter goes on to say: ‘The soldiers in the city 
cannot peacefully cook their meals for 
those who beg for bread, They fight over 
the least crumb that falls, and eat any- 
thing, from rotten meat up. The work of 
the Red Cross, together with the provisioiis 
given by our government, is a very small 
item compared to the demand. It will be 
some time before the mass of these suffer- 
ing people can be reached. If you think 
for a while you can form some estimate of 
the results of such a terrible conditioa of 
affairs. both to our soldiers and to them.” 

Speaking of the Cuban soldier, Private 
Hilsman says: “A word about the Cuban 
soldiers would hardly be out of place, as 
they have been severely cril ‘sed by some, 
I will tell what has come under my Clser- 
vation and what has been told by reliable 
men who saw more of them thar I. Their 
condition was bad enough. Many of them 
had suffered from lack of food and clothing. 
Some had little or no clothing. Some were 
half dead with hunger. Some were dis- 
eased from lack of food. Many had no 
arms and very few were half equipped. 
Our soldiers were not well disposed toward 
them from the first, because they seemed 
to be nothing more or less than a motley 
mob, and when we did the work of building 
roads and other hard labor itn¢cidental and 
necessary to both armies there was some 
dissatisfaction toward them. But there is 
some excuse for the Cubans, as very 
were physically able to work. Also 
difficult to make them understand. There- 
fore time was too valuable to fool with 
them. IT am tole by one of the Rough 
Riders that had it not been for the Cu- 
bans at La Guasimas thev would have 
doubtless . been massacred, though the Cu- 
bans did no fighting of anv consequence, 
but warned the regiment of danrer. It was 
also a timely warning bv the Crurbans that 
saved us many men before Fl Ca: ev. Here 
the Spanish were ambushed in a command- 
ing position. Our forces were advancing 
up 2 ravine. and had thev gone much 
further. would undoubtedly have been cut 
to pieces. , 

in speaking of the battle of San Juan he 
Writes as fOllows: ,

This 
retreat is to be blamed largely to their 
officers. As an immediate cause of this re- 
treat one company was ordered to the rear, 
When the others saw this ii created a 
panic and every man turned and fled. It 
was only by our division commander’s 
(General Kent) personal effort that they 
were halted. This was not done _ s0on 
enough to prevent them frem seriously 
blocking the advance of the Third brigade. 

“This was somewhat disastrous both to 
us and them, for where they halted and 
lay down was directly under the enemy's 
guns and many were killed and injured here 
whiie helpless to defend. themselves. The 
Seventy-first is a large regiment and it 
wouul require about two regiments of regu- 
lars to fill in the gap The Third brigade 
was all that was available. The work fell 
to the Thirteenth.and Ninth infantry, as 
they were consecutively in front of the 
But by some means the 
Twenty-fourth passed the Ninth and went 
forward, doing the work of te’ Ninth. In 
the meantime two companies of the Seven- 
ty-first went forward also, disobeying or- 
ders, but desirous of redeeming themselves 
from disgrace. They fought well, losing 
about half their men. When tne Ninth be- 
gan to advance the wounded began to be 
brought back. This was ceomewhat de- 
moralizing. We did not know how the 
fight was going, and advancing up this 
road, with bullets hissine as if the air was 
alive with them, it seemed as if certain 
death awaited us. We could hear the rffles 
all in front, but could see no enemy. We 
began to realize that sharpshooters were 
in the trees, but could not see them: we 
did not know the position of our firing line 
just then, but had a vague idea that they 
were at the front somewhere. Up to this 
time no one in our regiment had fired a 
shot We could be struck and yet could not 
strike back. This was very trying. 

“The most dangerous spot we passed was 
the ford of the creek. It was in full vie 
of the enemy’s firing line and of the block- 
house. On getting near this place we went 
at double quick. About footy feet from the 
creek one of our company’s best privates 
were wounded and a few feet further on 
our second lieutenant was killed. [ 
stopped to help a comrade carry 
him back, thinking he was only 
wounded. On crossing the creek we lay 
down behind a bank caused by overflow 
from the creek and ‘were comparatively 
safe from the Spanish fire, except their 
sharpshooters in the trees. Nearly every 
officer in the Twenty-fourth was killed or 
wounded. As 600n as we located the enemy 
we began to fire, but soon desisted on 
learning that our men were in front of us. 
The Seventy-first being behind us and not 
understanding what it meant by our fir- 
ing just ahead of them began firing blind- 
ly. They cduld not see us and must have 
thought we were Spanish. Officers yelled 
‘cease firing’ to no _ effect. Trumpets 
‘cease firing’ and they fired al! 
the more, not understanding the call. The 
Seventy-first seemed to be deaf. It geem- 
ed certain now that we were doomed. 
Finally brave Sergeant McGaffin of the 
Ninth, dashed back across the creek with 
drawn sword, threatening to kill them 
This brought them to 
painfully conscious of what

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LYONS AND CARTER MEET 


They Met Yesterday and Trouble Was 
Very, Narrowly Averted. 


LYONS SWEARS OUT WARRANTS 


He Charges Carter with Assault and 
with Carrying Concealed Weapons. 
Hearing This Morning. 


—-— 


Two warrants were sworn out in Justice 
Bloodworth’s court yesterday as 4 result 
of a difficulty between Colonel T. J. Lyons, 
of Cartersville, and Mr. Andrew Carter, of 
this city. Colonel Lyons swore out the twe 
warrants charging Mr. Carter with assault 
and with carrying concealed weapons. 

The difficulty that resulted in the issuing 
of the warrants occurred early yesterday 
afternoon in front of the Austell building, 
at which time serious trouble was nar- 
rowly averted between the two gentlemen. 
(Mr. Carter was oul of town last night, and 
could not be seen, and Colonet Lyons 
begged to be excused from saying anything 
about the difficulty before the trial this 
morning at 9 o'clock. 

The trouble yesterday grew out of two 
affidavits filed in the divorce case of Colo- 
nel Lyons against his wife. It seems that 
an affidavit in the casa was filed by Mr. 
Carter making certain statements, and a 
counter affidavit was filed by Colonel Lyons 
swearing that Mr. Carter’s affidavit was 
false. 

Yesterday was the first time that the 
gentlemen had met since the filing of the 
affidavits, and it is said that Mr. Carter 


went up to Colonel Lyons and asked him 
if he had sworn that the affidavit he made 
was false. Colonel Lyons stated that he had, 
and that his affidavit was on record. 

A few words passed between the two 
gentlemen, and it is said that Mr. Carter 
drew a pistol, but was prevented from 
using it by one of the bystanders. Those 
who saw the difficulty say that no licks 
were passed, and that when the gentlemen 
were separated that was the end of it until 
the warrants were sworn out. 

Both parties are prominently and well 
known, and the trial this morning will 
create general interest.

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RECRUITS LEAVE 
IN NUMBERS TODAY 


Second Detachment for Pearl Springs 
Will Go, This Morning, 


THE TWENTY-FOURTH LEAVES 


The os Detachments Going Today 
Amount To More Than 500 Men. 


FIFTH INFANTRY RETURNS NEXT WEEK 


All the Recruits at Fort McPherson Go 
To Make Room for the Fifth 
Infantry. 


THE NEW ENCAMPMENT AT PEARL 
Springs, near Newnan, Ga, which is fast 
filling up with recruits, has been named 
Camp Cle:ry in honor of Colonel P. J. A. 
Cleary, chief surgeon of the department 
of the gulf. The name has been suggesied 
by many of the friends of Colonel Clerry 
in the city, and it is probable that the title 
will be recognized officially by Majcr Bubb, 
commander of Fort McPherson. 

The second detacament of recruits for 
Pearl Springs will leave the post this 
morning at 10 o'clock and will go to the 
new encampment on a special train over 
the Atlanta and West Point road arriving 
there in time for -iinner this afternoon. 

Lieutenant Donworth, of the Sixteenth 
infantry, will be in command of the de- 
tachment, which will consist of 232 men of 
that regiment. The recruits for the 5Six- 
teenth were to have left last night, but 
transportation could not be obtained for 
them until this morning. In order to move 
the men now encamped at Fort McPher- 
son as soon as possible, two detachments 
of recruits will be sent off each day until 
the shacks have been emptied of all their 
occupants. The second train to be made 
up today for Pearl Springs will carry all 
the recruits for the Twenty-fourth in- 
fantry now in the garrison except those in 
the hospital and will be under the com- 
mand of Lieutenant McMasters. 

Another camp may be necessary to ac- 
commodate the remalnder of the ,goldiers 
now at Fort McPherson, since it is feared 
that there will not be room enough for 
all the men at Camp Hobson and Pearl 
Springs. At the former encampment the 
number of recruits has already gone over 
1,700 and more are arriving every day, as 
four of the five regiments represented there 
still recruiting. 

Many at Pearl Springs. 

Pearl Springs will have as many in the 
new camp as the war department is willing 
to mass together. upon the arrival of de- 
tachments for the Sixteenth, Twenty- 
fourth and Twenty-fifth infantry. None of 
the three regiments have received their full 
quota of men, and are still recruiting in 
different parts of the country. The recruits 
will be sent direct to Pearl Springs and 
the number of men in camp will be on the 
increase continually. 

To prevent sanitary troubles 
of the recruit camps by the 
too many men together in them, the diffi- 
culty will be obviated by the formation 
of a new camp in the state, and it is 
probable that the order creating the third 
camp will be issued the first of mext 
week, 

Colonel W. P. Hall, assistant adjutant 
general of tha department of the gulf, 
spent the cay yesterday at Junesboro, 
where it was thought the new camy will 
be located. 

Colonel Hall returned to the city last 
evening, but stared thit while ihe site pro- 
posed near Jonesboro was a splendid one 
in many respects, it was practically cer- 
tain that the government would not ac- 
cept it. 

Fifth Infantry Comes Next Week. 

The necessity for another encampment 
is urgent, since practically all the recruits 
now at Fort McPaerson will @ave to leave 
their quarters to make ,oom for the Fifth 
infantry, now in Tampa,-Fla., which has 
been ordered tS Fort McPherson. 

The Fifth will be given transportation 
from Tampa Monday and will arrive at 
the barracks Wednesday morning, bringing 
the band which has been missed much of 
late at the post. 

On the way to Atlanta two of the com- 
panies composing the Fifth infantry will 
be left at St. Augustine, Fla., to form a 
part of the garrison at that post. The 
remaining companies in the regiment will 
all come on to Atlanta, 

For quarters in which to live after they 
arrive the men of the Fifth will be com- 
pelled to use the shacks left by the re- 
cruits, since the four buildings that were 
formally the quarters for the regiment 
have all been converted into hospitals for 
the sick and wounded. 

Only One Death Yesterday. 

The patients in the fever wards of the 
hospitals are nearly all doing well and 
the lives of the large majority of the sick 
soldiers will be saved through careful nurs- 
ing and attention. 

Yesterday the only death that occurred 
in the hospitals was that of Private James 
Hinchie, of cOmpany M, Thirty-second 
‘Michigan volunteers, who had been very 
low since arriving at the post. Hinchie 
came to Fort McPherson on the last hos- 
pital train from Fernandina, Fla., with 
about thirty men from his regiment, all 
of whom were more or less improved in 
condition yesterday. 

Courtmartial Meets Today. 

The general court martial consisting of 
thirteen officers which was to have: con- 
vened in the office of the post yesterday 
morning, was delayed in meeting until to- 
day on account of the fact that the judge 
advocate was not prepared to take up 
the cases. 

The court martial will only try petty 
cases for offenses committed by non-coOm- 
missioned officers and privates, and will be 
in session probably until the end of the 
week.
